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REPORT  OF  SUPERrNTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brookline: 

I  herewith  present  my  eighth  annual  report,  the  28th 
in  the  series.  I  present  for  your  consideration  three 
topics;  Teachers,  Accomplishments  and  Suggestions. 

Teachers 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  teaching  force  since 
the  last  report.  Mrs.  O'Neil,  Daniels'  Grammar;  Mrs. 
Steele,  Intermediate;  and  Mrs.  Scully,  Primary,  remain 
for  another  year. 

Salaries  are  again  of  major  importance.  I  again  urge 
you  to  increase  them  to  as  high  a  point  as  you  possibly 
can.  Without  adequate  increases,  we  will  have  difficul- 
ties in  securing  teachers  and  keeping  all  departments  in 
operation.  I  have  presented  a  plan  calling  for  salaries 
ranging  from  $1,800  to  $2,400  for  teachers  with  bach- 
elor's degrees;  more  for  master's  and  less  with  less  prep- 
aration. I  hope  that  plan  or  a  better  one  will  be  used  qs 
a  basis  for  employment  next  year  and  will  assure  an  ade- 
quate staff. 

There  are  a  few  points  I  wish  to  discuss  relative  to 
the  employment  of  teachers.  They  are  the  barriers  I  must 
face  and  argue  against  as  I  interview  teachers  to  go  to 
smaller  towns.  First,  the  salary  is  inclined  to  be  low  in 
comparison  with  a  larger  town  or  a  city.  Second,  living 
conditions  for  board  and  room  might  not  compare  with 
that  to  which  the  candidates  are  accustomed.  This  might 
be  extended  to  include  the  lack  of  movies  and  other 
recreational  pursuits.  Third,  the  schools  are  organized 
with  more  than  one  grade  to  a  teacher.  Fourth,  candi- 
dates have  heard  that  people  in  the  smaller  towns  are 
very  critical  of  teachers,  often  to  the  extent  of  verbal 
abuse  and  social  isolation.  All  of  these  factors  con- 
tribute to  my  difficulties.  Possibly  they  point  to  the  sal- 
ary scale — that  it  ought  to  be  higher  than  the  city  or 
larger  town  in  order  to  attract  people  and  overcome  these 
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handicaps  mentioned  above.  Surely,  everyone  can  exam- 
ine his  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  town  and  see  if  there  is 
something  he  can  do  to  correct  the  difficulty. 

Accomplishments 

I  trust  more  stable  conditions  will  soon  prevail  so  that 
more  time  can  be  devoted  to  thjs  subject.  I  desire  to 
continue  a  testing  program  to  determine  educational 
possibilities  as  well  as  educational  accomplishments. 
Without  the  benefit  of  this  material,  teachers  feel  handi- 
capped in  their  work.  We  now  have  some  test  material 
at  hand  ready  to  use  in-the  next  two  or  three  months. 

A  study  of  pupil  promotions,  and  the  difficulties  en- 
countered, is  interesting.  The  five  towns  of  this  Union 
are  listed  below  by  numbers  only. 

Promoted  to 
Town  Next  Grade 

1  89.8% 

2  69.4% 
.3  89.4% 
4  94.2% 
5"  75.8% 

This  table  refers  to  pupils  in  the  eight  grades  and 
shows  the  numbers  in  per  cent  promoted,  trial  promoted 
or  not  promoted.  Your  town  is  number  three  on  the  list 
and  indicates  a  fair  accomplishment.  Just  over  10%  of 
the  children  last  year  had  difficulty  in  meeting  the 
standards  for  their  grades,  but  the  majority  of  this  group 
went  on  to  the  next  grade  while  less  than  3%  remained 
in  the  same  grade  for  this  year. 

Suggestions 

I  trust  you  will  read  carefully  the  other  reports. 

I  have  called  attention  to  the  need  for  paint  at  the 
Daniels  Academy  room — particularly  in  the  toilets  and 
corridor.  This  is  near  the  entrance  of  the  building  as 
you  approach  the  classroom.  An  attractive  appearance 
before  one  enters  a  room  makes  an  impression  to  both

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pupils  and  outsiders.  Let  not  your  schoolhouse  become 
less  attractive  than  the  better  homes  of  the  community. 

The  Primary  School  exterior  has  not  been  painted 
since  I  have  known  about  it.  It  surely  needs  it  now.  In- 
cidentally, I  would  like  to  suggest  a  change  of  colors. 
Part  of  the  beauty  of  the  Daniels  Academy  Building  is 
the  outside  paint  job.  A  similar  color  scheme  would  im- 
prove the  appearance  and  attractiveness  of  the  Primary 
Building. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  all  who  have  contributed  so 
much  toward  achievement  of  the  schools'  goals,  espe- 
cially to  the  School  Board  and  the  Teachers.

Following  is  a  report  of  the  school  health  program 
carried  throughout  the  school  year.

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  New  Hampshire  Tu- 
berculosis Association  and  permission  from  parents,  the 
above  number  of  children  were  tuberculine  patch  tested. 
The  reactors  were  X-rayed  and  physically  examined  by 
Dr.  Kerr. 

The  general  health  of  the  children  has  been  good 
throughout  the  school  year.  The  physical  examination 
showed  there  are  many  dental  and  tonsil  corrections  to 
be  made. 

An  audiometer  test  given  pupils  from  grade  2 
through  the  8th  showed  none  having  a  hearing  loss. 

The  splendid  cooperation  shown  by  parents  and 
teachers  is  a  factor  in  promoting  the  health  program  and 
is  sincerely  appreciated.
